OPPORTUNITY FOR U. S.

GOVERNMENT IS WEAK 


While there is a central government 


in 'Peking recognized by outside pow- 
ers, it is not so recognized inside 
China where loca\

has dex-el6ped to a degree unknown in 
any other country. The provincia gov- 
efnrnents are so strong that they 
Ignore the central government. Yet 
the United States traditionally has 
been opposed to anything that might 
mean the partition of China into se- 
parate countries.

The tunnel Is one of the most im- 


portant works in the Big Creek-San 
Joaquln river project of'the Southern 
California Edison company.- The en- j 
tire project will ^ bring- in 1,407,000 
horsepower, and* with its transmis- 
sion lines.. sub-stations and acces-> 
sories. will cost $375,000,000. 


The tunnel itself cost $17.000,000. 


It was started in the fall of 1920. and 
since then without a stop the work 
has been maintained in relief shifts. 
The scene of operations is 250 miles 
north of .Los Angeles and 35 miles 
south of the Tosemlte valley. The pur- 
pose of the tunnel Is to convey water 
from the Florence lake watershed, 
source of the south fork of the San 
Joaquin river through the barrier of 
a 10,009 foot mountain 'ridge into the 
watershed of Huntington lake. Hunt- 
lngton lakeMs the reservoir of supply 
of central and southern California 
for the four great uhlts of the electric 
company which supplies a large part 
with light ana power. 


World records for tunnl construc- 


tion have Eallen .during the four 
years'-progress in the. Sierras. The 
13-mile bore was divided into three 
sections, with two lateral", adits cut 
into granite slopes and a. crew work- 
Ing each way from each -adit. The 
bore was completed a year and a half 
sooned than-the most optimistic es-, 
tlmates contemplated when the tun>| 
was started. 


The completion of the tunnel 


be followed by the creation of Flor- 
encelafe, to store 31,000^ acre feet of 
water at an elevation of 7,300 feet. 
The total drop from Huntlngton "lake 
through a chain of tunnels and .pow- 
er houses to the lowest power house 
is about 6.000, feet. 


The whole project when* complete 


will have 86 miles of tunnel, with 
about 18 power houses. The original 
development in the Big Creek project, 
started in 1912, consisted of two pow.- 
er houses, developing 88,000 horse- 
power. 


A 220,000-volt transmission line con- 


veys the power generated by these 
plants 270 miles to Los Angeles.

BORN' IX GERMANY 


Mr. Saecker was 66 years old. He 


was bom 2Cov. 16. 185S in Germany 
and came to the United Stites with 
his parents in 1868. 
Although 
he 


lacked 
educational advantages 
he 


made'his way from that of a laborer 
to th£ ownership with his brothers of 
the Appleton Machine company, one 
of the large industrial plants of the 
Fox river valley. His inf'uence for 
education was felt strongly during his 
life In the public schooj beard, the 
vocational school board, and Lawren"e 
college. He also was one of the lead- 
ing workers in the Method's! church 
both locally and in state circles. 


The Saecker family settled .in the 


town-of.Lomlra after coming to Wis- 
consin from Germany and larer rroved 
to Oak Grove, Dodge-co. Mr. Saecker 
gained his first mechanical experience 
there while employed for three years 
In a farm machinery 
factory. 
He 


then went to Markesan and was «m- 
ployed there until 1883, when he oarr. 
to Appleton, and with his brothers. 
William P. and F. E. established the 
Appleton Machine company, with ai 
initial -force of seven men. Lamar 
Oimstead, banker, was associated with 
tnem in this enterprise. The industry 
has grown until it now is one of the 
leading industrial Concerns of this !o- 
calttyr H.. G. Saecker was secretary 
of the company at the start and was 
its secretary and treasurer at the time 
of his death. 


LEADING, CKURCHMAX 


Mr. / Saecker _ was primarily a 


cliurchfcin and those who have work- 
ed with him declare him a man' ox 
sterling integrity and absolute truth. 
He became a member of the First 
Methodist" church after locating 
in 


Appleton and has served for 
many 


years on the board of trustees. He 
was treasurer of the church and a 
member of the executive committee 
of the board of trustees at the present 
time. He also was a member of the 
building committee of the new Metho- 
dist church now under construction. 
He visited the edifice daily to watch 
its progress and hoped to have a share 
In Its dedication next fall. His influ- 


nce'was recognized not only in his 
Jome church but in state circles. He 
was a member of the conference board 
of home missions of the Wisconsin 
Methodist conference and of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the conference 
claimants board of the state. He was 
a daily visitor at the Methodist par- 
sonage where he conferred with Dr. 
J. A. Holmes, pastor, on church mat- 
ters^ He'was a staunch Christian, firm 
in his convictions in religion and pub- 
lic affairs and lived an exemplary life. 


For many years Mr. Saecker served 


on the board of education of the pub- 
lic schools and his 'influence was felt 
most In his fight for more adequate 
salaries for the teachers. 
He was 


appointed a member of the board of 
vocational education when 
lt( was 


established here and was "elected its 
president. He had held that position 
ever since. 
Mr. Saecker saw 
the 


need of a suitable building hers and 
championed the erection of the voca- 
cational building which the city now 
possesses. He had much to do with 
its designing and construction. He 
also served in city affairs as a member 
of the former park commission, the 
police and 'fire commission and sev- 
eral other' bodies 


SIGNED DIPLOMAS 


The signature of Mr. Saecker has 


been on the diplomas of graduates 
of Lawrence college for the last ten 
years as secretary of the board of 
trustees. Ha was elected a member 
of the board about that time 
and 


immediately became Its 
secretary. 


He signed the diplomas of the gradu- 
ating class this June but tendered his 
resignation as secretary at the recent 
annual meeting of the board because 
of his wish to be relieved of some of 
his duties. Although he did not en-, 
Joy the advantages of a college edu ' 
cation he was on»- of the able mem- 
bers of thcv board and his counsel 
was valued. He was a close associ- 
ate of Dr. Samuel Plantz, deceased 


i president, both In college affairs and

The manufacturer 
also was a 


member of the board of directors of 
the Citizens National bank, assuming 
that office In 1916.

In excessively hot weather 
it

hardly possible to dress a child too 
lightly. 


Only the fewest and thinnest gar- 


ments should be worn while the heat 
lasts, but the child should be guarded 
against a possible chill and when the 
temperature falls. 


Dress the baby carefully,

him as little as possible. The mother 
quickly learns the most efficient me- 
thod.
